They Will Be Granted Audi- 


ence Today 


WITH ^RESIDENT AND CABINET 


A Probability That This Government 


Will Not Reach a Conclusion 


Soon. 


WASHINGTON, February W,— Thia af- 


ternoon developments in the Hawaiian 
matter ia important. Tonight the com- 
miflBiouera from the islands are hopeful, 
it not confident, that tomorrow will eee 
s practical, if not formal, conclusion of 
their labors. This afternoon, after office 
honra, Secretary Foster held a confer- 
ence with the commiBBJonera at tbe state 
department, which lasted until G o'clock. 
In the coarse of the proceedings the com- 
'miSEionere were informed that arrange- 
ments bad been made for their reception 
by President Harrison tomorrow— prob- 
ably at noon. This announcement, of 
course, Rave them great pleasure. It 
ruftiked a determination of the adminia- 
tratlon to recognize them officially, and 
enter upon formal negotiation a regarding 
the object of their mission. 


In previous conferences the wholn 


aitaation had been considered orally, but 
officials of the state department and the 
commissioners have prepared written 
agreements which may be exchanged to- 
morrow. That there is practically a uni- 
formity in the documents is shown by 
the statement of one of the Hawaiian's 
this evening that he hoped to get 
through with the business totcorrow. 
Probabilities upon this latter point, how- 
ever, are too eanquine, for it is not con- 
sidered likely that any determination 
will be reached by this government until 
the representatives of the deposed queen 
shall have ^presented their eide o£ the 
caao. This of coarse cannot be done be- 
fore the lattar part of next week. 


Cabinet Consideration. 


WASHINGTON, February 10.— All the 


members of the cabinet were present at 
the meel ing today, which lasted nftarl? 
an hoar. The principal topic discussed 
waa the action of Minister Slovene in 
establishing a protectorate over the 
Hawaiian islands. It is riot believed 
that any definite action will bo taken ap- 
proving or disapproving Minister Ste- 
vens' action until the day before the de- 
parture of the next steamer for tbe 
islands on tho 16th mutant. 
Secretary ol State Foster has inti- 


mated that the' govern mon| had plenty 
«f time to act in a deliberate manner, 
and while the approval or disapproval ol 
Stevens' action is necessary, yet in view 
of tho impoeslbiHty ol reaching him 
other than by mall communication, im- 
mediate action In tbo premises is not 
deemed necessary.

Viewed from a moral and intellectual 


standpoint a theater of this class can he 
of no possible benefit to any class or 
condition of mankind. To the thrown 
and fully developed mind it is debasing 
in its influence. To the youthful mind 
it ia worse; it is absolutely destructive 
in ita tendency of all chaste and moral 
Boniihilitv, poisoning the mind with 
thoughts most voluptuous and venal in 
their nature, and inciting to words and 
acts of the low, vicious and vulgar. Few 
persons fully realize the pernicious and 
far reaching influences of such places. 
While tirot class theatrical performances 
Brain the main instructive, elevating in 
thought and conduce to refinement, the 
variety ahow accomplishes no such re- 
ault, but on the contrary most generally 
the opposite. 


At this particular time, when there is 


being a strong effort made to reform tbo 
moral and social condition of Fresno, it 
would seem to be bad policy indeed to 
permit a place of thin character to be 
opened hero. It ie to be hoped that a 
license will bo rofuacd.

educated nndor bis fostering care as his 
own daughter until bis death. 


She eays she was always accctatomed 


o a life of luxury and easo end that her 
oster father was by means of his wealth 
imply able to and did, duriug her child- 
mod, 
provide her liberally not only with 


he necessaries of life, hut also laviphed 
upon her its luxuries, giving her all of 
lie advantages of a social, moral and 
educational refinement that rank and 
wealth could afford. 


Darwin died testate, leaving a will 


with a codicil, in which Martha J. Bar- 
win, 
his wife, was named executrix. 
By 


fie terms, of this will the large estate, 
consisting of real and personal property 
valued at $25,000, of which Darwin died 
possessed, was directed to bo put in the 
landd of Collins, the defendant, as trus- 
ee, for the use and benefit of the plain- 
tiff. 


She alleges further that some time in 


_J92 she married T. G. Wills, and that 
she has not now nod never has bad 
since the.death of her foster father any 
means of support except trom her inter- 
est in his estate, which ia rather hard on 
C. G. A difference has arisen between 
ier and Collins aa to the correct can- 
etruction of the will and as to what 
would he a proper and reasonable al- 
owanceforher support until sha arives 
at the age of 21 when, according to the 
will, tho residue of tho estate IB to be 
:urned over to her in fee simple, abso- 
lute. 


It was also provided in the will that 


Colling was to furnish Georgie out of eaid 
elate with dross, living and mainten- 
ance in keeping with her rank and 
.vealth. Collins has been allowing her 
P50 a rnoiith. which she claims Is en- 
,ir«ly inadequate to her needs, nnd that 
she could get away with at least $200 a 
month- In consequence of her small 
allowance- she has beon obliged to incur

the constant and repeated association of 
a particular locality, with a pleasurable 
sensation— tho satiation of hunger, for 
example—would -soon identify tho sen- 
sation with tho place. Thou would he 
evolved the sentiment of homo, a senti- 
ment which wo foci only more keenly 
than tho lower animals because it is as- 
Eociatod not only with .tho place where 
there is something to eat, but because 
of other pleasurablo sensations associated 
with it, as they aro us constantly found 
in. tho fiaino locality. 


It is u mistake to regard tho migratory 


instincts of animals as unerring. Every 
woodsman has observed how a particu- 
lar species of bird will apparently desert 
a certain locality for another for one or 
moro Bcnsons. Occasionally this may 
result from choice, but it scorns alto- 
gether moro probable that it is from 
gome mistake on tho part of tho birds 
themsolvcB. Their generally accurate 
course has been deflected by some cir- 
cumstance, nud they have mado their 
homes elsewhere. In the case of strag- 
glers this ia particularly marked. They 
rarely succeed in rejoining the main 
body to which they originally belonged, 
aiidaro forced to bo content with what- 
ever suitable place may bo found. 


Migratory animals and birds are al- 


most always gregarious—that is, they 
live and especially they travel In com- 
pact flocks or herds. They do this for 
ono reason only—that the wisdom of a 
number is greater than that of any one. 
Any error in tho route would bo detected 
by one or another and theiico communi- 
cated to the whole flock. Once ha a 
while they arc till mistaken, and then 
some incoming Btcamor serves as a point 
of rest for the tired little wings, or eoino 
hitherto unknown country becomes the 
now home of tho homo seekers. 


But thcro is much that Is very won- 


derful and uwo Inspiring in the Instinct 
that gulden them. If indeed it is merely 
tho rcllox of tho memory of long do- 
parted ancestors—If tho thoughts as 
well ns tlio Bins of tho father descend to 
remote generations, what tendencies 
and inclinations uro wo transmitting to 
our children which may in later genera- 
tions develop to good or evil? Aro we 
steering n straight coureo, Hkn tho old 
gray goose?—Baltimore Sun.
